Longstreet, whose husband was one 
of General Robert E. Lee’s chief lieu­ 
tenants, appeared at the chamber 
room where the Senate Judiciary 
Committee was holding public hear­ 
ings on the “white primary" bill 
and asked to be heard. 
(Editors 
Note:-Mrs. 
Longstreet 
has visited Gettysburg on several 
occasions. Her ambition is to raise 
sufficient funds to erect a memorial 
to her husband on the local Bat­ 
tlefield. Site for the proposed me­ 
morial was dedicated some 
time 
ago.) 
She then read an impassioned 
speech, asserting, “a race that can 
produce a George Washington Car­ 
ver and a Booker T. Washington al­ 
ready has paid the price in service 
to their country of the highest privi­ 
lege of American citizenship—which 
is the ba hot.”

Mrs. Longstreet has been promi­ 
nent in Southern affairs since her 
husband’s death around tile turn 
of the century.

Philadelphia Hopes 
To Ban ‘Scalpers’ 


Philadelphia, Reb. 7 (ZP)—Philadel­ 
phia has a new law which it hopes 
will drive the racketeering ticket 
scalper away from the Army-Navy 
football game and other big sports 
events here. 
City council, by unanimous vote, 
passed 
an 
"anti-ticket 
scalping” 
measure yesterday which provides 
fines of up to $100 for violations, or 
a 30-day jail sentence in default of 
fine. 
. The bill specifically limits the 
m arkup on tickets to half the face 
value of the ticket with a maximum 
charge of one dollar plus tax. It 
also calls for the licensing of all 
legitim ate ticket brokers with pay­ 
m ent of a $50 annual license fee to 
the city and for a strict watch over 
their activities.
